THE CONGRESS. 
THE DANUBB. 

Beri, July 4.—The Congress sat three 
hours to-day, chiefly occupied, it is under 
stood, with questions of tue Danube and judem- 
nity. The chief points ſu regard to the former 
were arranged by providing for the free naviga- 
tion instead of neutrality of the Danube, thus 
throwing it open to the commerce of all ha- 
tions. 

POINTS AT ISSUE. 

It apdears that neither Batoum nor the Greek 
question was touched. Fears are expressed 
that the difficulties concerning the former may 
cause the prolongation of the Congress. 

THE RUSSIAN PRESS. 

Lonpon, July 4.—The Russian papers com- 
ment angrily on the reports that England in- 
tends to oppose the cession of Batoum. The 
St. Petersburg Golos and others contend that in 
the event of such course Russia ought to retire 
from the Congress. 

It is said the Congress has decided to elect a 
Prince of Bulgaria itself.

It is stated that steps will be taken to obtain 
direct from Constantinople guarantees that tue 
Porte will not repudiate the action of its Pieni- 
poten tiaries. 

AUSTRIA AND MONTENEGRO. 

The North German Gazette reports that new 
difficulties have arisen between Austria and 
Montenegro. Count Andrassy, it seems, is re- 
solved that Montenegro shall not retain any 
positions on the right bank of the Bajana. 

CONSENTS. 

Loxpox, July 4.—A Berijin special says in the 
Congress to-day the Turks armounced their con- 
sent to the Austrian occupation of Bosnia and 
Herzegovina, the Austrians having given satis- 
factory explanations and disciaimed any inten- 
tion to anne these provinces, 

PRECAUTIONARY. 

Lonpon, July 4.—It is said that the troop- 
ships Hinalaya and Serapis, and other power- 
ful transports, have been dispatched to Malta 
because the conclusion of the Congress may 
probably render rapid movement of Indian 
troops to Turkish territory necessary. 

SETTLED. 

Lowpon, July 4.—A Berlin special says in 
Thursday's session of the Congress the settle- 
ment of the Montenegrin question in accord- 
ance with the Austrian programme as pre- 
viously announced was confirmed. Austria 
received the port of Spiza. 

The correspondent anticipates that the follow- 
ing settlements will be reached at Saturday’s 
session: Servia will not receive either Vranja or 
Pirot. The Sandjak of Sophia, in accordance 
with the compromise proposed by Germany, 
France, and Italy, will be divided between 
Roumelia and Bulgaria. Russia will receive 
Batoum on condition of never fortifying it on 
any pretext. The Powers will strongly advise 
the Porte to come to a direct understanding 
with Greece for an equitable readjustment of 
frontiers.

BISMARCK, 
THE GERMAN: CHANCELLOR’S VIEWS ON THE 
SITUATION. 

Lonpon, July 4—Following are additional 
points of Prince Bismarck’s conversation with a 
correspondent of the Times: The Prince said 
he saw England would go to war on the ques- 
tion of Bulgaria, and therefore when the June 
21 negotiations between England and 
Russia broke down he hastened to the 
rival plenipotentiaries and caused them 
to renew ther negotiations. Bismarck 
supposed an agreement could be readily come 
to on the question of the frontiers of Roumelia, 
etc. He did not believe that any serious diffi- 
culty could arise relative to Greece. The Greeks 
were doubtless interesting people; if it were a 
question of choosing the Greeks and Turks, be 
should prefer Greeks, as more civilized, but 
the Turks, although they would readily yield to 
Austria, who was great and formidable, would 
defend themselves with ail their might 

AGAINST THE GREEKS. 

It was as if Germany, under the first French 
Empire, had been required to yield to a smal! 
secondary State because she had been compellea 
to submit te the mighty power of Napoleon. 
Bismarck added that for bis part he would cer- 
tainly accept all the concessions which were ob- 
taipable for Greece, but he anticipated no seri- 
ous struggle. In relation to Batoum, 
Bismarck said the fact must not be 
forgotten that the Russians had two bonds con- 
cerning it,—one from Turkey and the cther from 
England. The Czar had also spoken out on the 
subject. tHe (Bismarck) should certainly be de- 
lighted to hear of the Russian concessions, but 
hoped the question would be discussed outside 
of the Congress and iaid before it entirely 
so) It had always deen asserted, even be- 
fore England entered into the agreement, that

THE HENLEY REGATTA. 
A BIG CROWD. 

Lonpon, July 4.—Henley never saw « love 
lier day nor more brilliant assembiage for its 
régatta. The meadows on both sides ot the 
course were filled with people. The bridge was 
blocked with drays and carrieges, while the 
river swarmed with crafta ef every description. 
Gay dresses of ladies and fancy rowing costumes 
of college boatmen made the scene peculiarly 
charming apd picturesque. There was a spriok- 
liug of Americans, but their presence was 
scarcely noticeable iu the large number of 
natives. 

TUE RACE FOR DIAMOND SCULLS 
between George W. Lee, of the Triton Club, 
Newark, N. J., and Edwardes. Moss, present 
holder of the prize, was the first in which the 
Americans were interested. Both men started 
well, eacu bugging the shore on his own side.

Two 
more strokes would bavd landed him safely s 
winner, but Moss, cont Neiug his course, nad 
won by less than a quarter of a length. 

Both men were im great distress. Lee was 
iil before and after the e. Time, nine min- 
utes eight seconds. 

THE NEXT EVENT 

was the first trial heat for the Steward’s chal- 
leuge cup. The Columbia College crew took 
the inside position (near the Berks shore), the 
Dublin University boat was in the middie, and 
the Shoe-wae-cae-mettes on the Bucks side of 
the river. The boats got off at 1:80 p. m. The 
Sboe-wae-ese-mettes misunderstuod the start- 
ing-signal, and got off badly, wulle the Dublins 
made} a fine start, and soon led 
both "the American boats by two lengths.

IN GRAND FORM,

The New York Herald, confronted with 
the latest report of the Tax-Commissioners 
of that city, is constrained to admit that 
“New York has ceased to be a growing 
zud has become a stationary city in point 
It speaks of the accuracy and 
completeness of this report in the highest 
terms, and says that it is as safe a guide to 
the amount of property as the legal census is 
to the population. The following extract 
from the Herald's article sums up the main 


conclusions: 

The report under notice establishes the unwel- 
come fact that for the past five years New York has 
¢cased to be a growing and has become a station- 
ary city in point of wealth. There has, indeed, 
been no actual deciine in the value of real estate, 
but a moderate advance. But this advance is 60 
very moderate and slight as barely suffices to show 
that the property of the city has not declined. The 
ésseased value Of real estate was $895. 063,933 in 
1877, and is only $900, 855,700 in 1878, showm 
an increase of only $5,701,767. We may as we 
face the facta, because nothing is gained by detud- 
mg ourselves respecting o tual condition. The 
smell apparent increase Of $5, 000, O00 or $6, 000, - 
000 in the assessed value of real estate is mislead - 
ing, because, rightly viewed, these figures indicate 
adecline. It appears from the report of the Tax- 
Commissioners that new buildings and alterations 
of old . have been made within the year to 
the amount of $16,574,538. The increase of reul 
estate valuationsshoul.s have been at least equal to 
this amount, and the fact that it has fallen short of 
yt by more than $10,000,000 proves an actual de- 
eline in the value of previously existing real es- 
tate. The Tax-Commuissioners say that Tais is 
owing to the re luction in the assessments upon 
gnimproved property and in improved proverty 
where the decline in values has been in excess of 
the average.” Apart from the new buildings 
which have been erected, the vaine of the aggre- 
gate real estate of this city has declined within the 
last year.

The destruction of agricultural ma- 
chinery will have two distinct and immediate 
effects: (1) It will reduce the area of land 
cultivated, and (2) it will increase the price 
of food. In the first place, it will not add a 
man to the number of persons employed on 
farms, and, second, it will increase the price 
of food to every man and family not em- 
ployedon farms. It is a very simple operation. 
A farmer, with two hands, without machin- 
ery, can cultivate, say, sixty.acres of land. A 
farmer, with machinery and the same number 
of hands, can cultivate 120 acres ; with ma- 
chinery he can increase the number of his 
hands and the number of acres cultivated in 
the proportion. The result is that the 
product of the grain-fields is increased in the 
aggregate, and the price of grain reduced to 
consumers. Every addition to farm-ma- 
chinery increases the area of land under oul- 
tivation, and reduces the price of food to 
consumers. Every addition to the area of 
land ander cultivation increases the value of 
land and gives employment to additional 
number of men, not only in the work on 
farms, but in the business of tation, 
of buying and selling, and of all other busi- 
ness.

The fair island of Cyprus, beloved of 
Venus, and rich in historical associations, is 
now the object of English desire in the final 
partition of the Turkish assets among the 
Powers. The Russian pape that 
negotiations are proceeding for the cession 
of the island to England, with Russia's ap- 
proval, and the sudden departure of the 
British squadron from the Island of Crete 
eastward under sealed orders lends confirma- 
tion to the reports, 

Russia bas reobtaingd Bessarabia, some ter- 
ritory in Asia Minor, and an indemnity. Rou- 
mania gets the Dobrudscha. Servia and 
Montenegro secure an extension of their 
frontier. Bulgaria is erected into an inde- 
pendent principality, Greece will have some 
addition to her present area. Austria will 
occupy Bosnia and Herzegovina, England, 
who seems to be manager of the Congress, 
will certainly take something, and if she has 
selected Cyprus there is nothing in the San 
Stefano Treaty nor im the private agreement 
between herself and Russia that stands in 
the way. There are many reasons why she 
wants it. First, it is a very valuable acqui- 
sition of itself. It is the easternmost island 
of the only sixty-five 
miles from Syria on the east, and forty-four 
miles from Asia Minor on the north.

The 
British Government has, indeed, scarcely 
attempted to evade it, but has placed its 
refusal to grant the request on the 
broad ground that, until a better state 
of things exists in Ireland,“ it would 
be worse than folly to permit the 
organization of a volunteer force. In 
taking this position, it has been obliged to 
abandoa reluctantly one of its most positive 
assertions with respect to Ireland, namely, 
that the majority of hempeople, if let alone, 
are strongly in favor of English rule. There 
can hardly be any question that the Irish 
people would speedily disprove this asser- 
tion if arms were placed in their hands, and 
they were permitted to form voluntary mili- 
tary organizations; it is the knowledge of 
this fact which has prevailed upon the En- 
glish Government to refuse the apparently 
reasonable request.

THE GREAT NORTHERN HIGHWAY, 
To the Editor af The Tribune. 

Bismarck, D. T., June 27.—Having reached 
the limits of my pilgrimage to the new North- 
west, and the present terminus of the Northeru 
Pacific Railroad, I am tempted to lay before 
your readers a brief summary of the impres- 
sions that have been forced upon my mind. 

It is astonishing how little is realiy known in 
regard to this region, and how widespread have 
been the misrepresentations in regard to it. It 
is time that light should be shed upon a subject 
that has hit herto to a large extent been buried 
iu the profoundest ignorance. For this purpose 
it is to be hoped that your journal will lend its 
powerful aid. 

In spite of all the falsehoods that have been 
set afloat, aud all the prejudice that has been 
thereby created, the fact still remains that the 
Northern Pacific Railroad is one of the Fraud- 
est enterprises that have ever been undertaken. 
it will not be long, I am sure, before every true 
friend of the progress of this natiou will be 
fully persuaded of the truth of what 1 have 
said. 

But there are obstacles to be removed, and 
the chie! among them is human ignorance,—ig- 
norance of the character of the region along this 
Northern live, and ignorance of the incalculable 
benetits which its complewon would bestow 
upon the country. When this incredible dark- 
ness is scattered, and the light begins to-shine, 
as soon it will, every atom of honest antagonism 
to the further construction of the road will 
cease. The whole nation will not only give its 
consent, but will soon demand that it shall be 
built. 

That portion of the road which has been al- 
ready finished from Duluth to Bismarck is 
now doing a busivess, and is in a condition, that 
will compare favora>ly with any road in the 
country, aud at the same time affords ample 
demonstration of the necessity and the inesti- 
mable valae of the enterprise. From the head 
of Lake Superior to this point on the Upper 
Missouri, the distance is 450 miles. ‘There is no 
fluer line of read anywhere thau this. Tnrough- 
out this sweep of territory the line 
through a region whose ipcaiculable worth is 
just beginning to be appreciated. The mincral 
wealth of Lake Superior no man can estimate, 
but it is safe to say that in its undeveloped treas- 
ures of copper and of iron, there is no richer 
district upon the globe.

Then comes one of the most 
peautifully-variegated districts that can be 
imagived, and which has been Ne properly 
termed the park region” of N Min- 
nesota. 

Tne road then gradually descends into the 
Valley of the Red River, concerning whose 
amazing fertility the sober language of truth 
sounds like tee wildest exaggeration. Here is 
a broad and beautiful valiey, rivaling in size 
the State of New York, while throughout its 
wide area it is as fertile as a garden.

Let the Company invite them to do so, and per- 
haps they will be glad to avail themselves of 
such an opportunity. Let them come out bere 
during the harvest time and bebold the reapers 
at work amid these seas of golden grain, and 
there cap be no doubt that the future euccess 
of the road would be assured. Its incompar- 
able utility would be proved.

_ WISCONSIN.

Watertown, Wis., July 4—The farmers gen- 
eraliy of Jefferson and Dodge Counties com- 
menced their baying this week, although some 
pieces were cut last week. On high lands the 
grass crop is heavy and of excellent quality. 
Clover especialiy has done well, and is yielding 
finely. Hay on low lands is thin and short, 
owing to the continuous rains, and many mead- 
ows and marshes are too wet to cut. Hay will 
be cut this season on a large number of meadows 
by hand, their wet condition preventing horses 
and machines from getting upon them. 

Spring wheat is now beading out, and many 
pieces promise as well as in the earlier part of 
the season, while others will fall far short of 
calculations then made. A straw rust has 
appeared in many — injuring it 
more or less, and on lo pieces the 
frequent rains have worked considerable 
damage to the crop, so that on the whole it is 
about reasonable to assume that, with no draw- 
backs in the weather line between now and har- 
vest, the spriug-wheat crop for these two coun- 
ties may be set down as a full average yield. 
What few pieces of winter wheat there are look 
promising. It is now in the milk and will be 
soon harvested. The yield will de above the 
average. Some oy fields appear finely, others 
are not filling well, but a full average crop will 


t. 

The fields of barley present a heavy appear- 
ance, and it is heading out in good shape. More 
than an average yield is expected. Oats are 
thick and heavy, good color, and promise an 


abundant return.

The frost that visited 
this section about May 20 had a most disastrous 
effect on the apples.
